“ Sometimes it may even invent 
facts—fr., it will catch up (pos- 
sibly itself set going) a rumour, 
and then proceed to refer to the 
Tumour a8 a4 _ fact,- give 
it prcminence, hammer it 
into the public mind 
by repeated blows. This method 
needs to he prudently applied, 
for the alleged fact may bs dis. 
proved, and if this happens 
frequently, the paper’s credit 
will suffer, : 


"A safer or moro telling device 
than either’ arzument or misre- 
Presentation is found in. the 
selection of facta. | [n every 
Controversy there are plenty of 
facts fit to be adduced on both 
sides. If a paper skilfully and 
systematically selects for publice- 
tion all the facts that point to 
one conclusion, and suppresseg 
or mentions curtly and scantily 
all the facts that bear the other 
way, it cannot. be charged with 
direct falsehood, though it prac. 
tically falsifies the case. by with.

A 
newspaper “jis subjact to no 
responsibility beyond that which 
the law affixes to indefensible 
attacks on private character or 
incitements to illegal conduct.” *

Advance Agent’s Claim. 


An action arising out of the 
recent visit of the Denniston 
Players was beard in H. M. 
Supreme Court, Shanghai, oo 
May 3ist, before his Honour 
Judge Skinner Turner. Plaintiff, 
Harry Neville, sued Messrs. Wil- 
liam Armstrong, W. Gater, 
Charles E. Shepherd and Cecil 
MeBain, - for the pasment of 
G.$t,186 for travelling expenses 
and damages, and Mex. $485.30, 
salary alleged to be due, 


According to the statement of. 
claim, tbe defendants organized 
and were the directors of Rey- 
nolds Denniston Ld., a company 
which went into voluntary liqut- 
dation on or about March 31 last. 
The company was formed for the 
_ parpose of bringing a company 
of actors to the Far East, and 
” plaintiff was engaged as Advance 
Agent, sod to play parts if 
required. Early in February, Mr. 
C. E. Shepherd notified mambers 
of the company that the company 
would have to go into liquidation, 
and defendants then offered to 
finance and take all risk of a 
North China and Shanghai tour, 
provided tha players agreed to 
accept a reduction of 40 per cent. 
from their original contract 
salary. Plaintiff agreed to this 
reduction and undertook the 
duties of Advance Agent at Tient- 
sic, Peking and Shanghai. He 
now claimed Mex: $485.30, 
balance of salary due, being the 
contract salary of G$75 per week 
less the 40 per cent. reduction 
agreed upon. The North China 
tour was arranged by defendants 
with a view to paying travelling 
“expenses of the players to 
theie respective destinations in 
America, in accordance with 
their contracts, defendants thus 
taking over the liability of 
Reynolds Denniston Ld. in this 
respect. In this connexion plain- 
vi claimed G8496 travelling 
expenses from Suanghar to New 
York. By reason of cefeodants’ 
retuaal to pay, plaintiff bad been 
forced to remain in Shanghai 
with no. opportunity of securing 
“work in his profession, thereby 
suffering damages to the extent

After deducting all expenses of 
the North’ China tour, there re- 
raained only $1,085 available for 
the travelling, expenses of the 
players. On March 25, defend-|« 
ants offered plaintiff his passage 
to New York but this plaintifi 
refused. Whilst denying any 
liability, defendants paid into 
court the sum of $77.56, the 
maximum proportion of the sum 
of $1,085 available to plaintiff’ in 
respect of his claim for travelling 
exponsts. 

On behalf of plaintiff it was 
emphasized that he was not eng- 
aged as a0 ordinary player, but 
as un” Acvance Agent” to take 
parts if required. 


His Lordship observed that the 
esential question, apart from 
matters. of account, was as’ bo 
whether plaintiff was entitled toa 
weekly salary as advance agent 
or whether he wes entitled only 
to salary for the number of days 
on which ho played with the com- 
pany. 

After evidence on both sides 
bad been taken, tha hearing was

Cheapening Money and ~ 
. Reviving Trade. 

Sir Robert Horne, the Chian- 

celior of the Exchequer, gave 
additional information to an in- 
vited company of financial ec tors 
with regard to the proposed Go- 
vernment scheme for the con- 
version of National War Bonds. 
' Ho made it clear that one of 
the reasons which have influenced 
the Government to issue a Con 
version Loan is that it will relieve 
the Exchequer from baving to 
continue to compete in the money 
market with the indastrial enter- 
prises of the country. 

While this competition con- 
tinues the price of money, he 
pointed out, must remaix high. 
With chesper money, a spurt 
will be given to e and 
commoerce, and the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer looks to increased 
trade as now the only means of 
Setting increased revenue. 

War Bonds maturing in the 
present year will be outside the 
Conversion scheme, which. will 
embrace issues to the total 
nominal value of £632,000,000 
falling due batween 1922 and 
1925, and representiog a redemp- 
tion value of £645,000,000.. 

The conversion will be into 34g 


"| per Cent. Stock, the valde varying 
| from £163 to £160, according to 


the duration of existing holdings. 
This price represents interest of 
about: £5, 15s. per cent. on the 
money originally invested in the 
case of the highest conversion 
valoe, and £5, 12s. per cent. in 
that of the smallest.
